OIL WELL. 


HE Puente hills have long been re- 

markable for their geological pecu- 

UHaritles, as well as for the old 
Spanish tales which haunted them—but 
a note of truth has just come from 
there which is stranger than any fic- 
tion. hills swing in a half cir- 
cle along the north-northeast border of 
Orange county, and are, at present, 
principally given over to oil opera- 
tors, both the Puente and Olinda 
fields being located on their southern 
slopes. 
In the latter of these sections, some 
three years ago, the Soquel Cafion Oil 
Company (now defunct) sunk a hole to 
a depth of some eleven hundred feet. 
The well was located directly in the 
bottom of a very narrow canon running 
some two or three miles back into the 
hills. The formation here is of a very 
hard sandstone, and the hole was put 
down over eight hundred feet before 
any casing whatsoever was used. At 
that depth, however, water came in so 
freely that it was found necessary to 
put in 14-inch drive pipe, as stovepipe 
casing would have been of little or no 
use in such a place. For the eight 
hundred feet mentioned the formation 
was as solid as if the rocks had been 
laid in mortar by human hands. Im- 
mediately following this, however, 
came a stratum of heaving stand, car- 
rying an immense flow water, 
through which the tools would not 
pass. About a month was put in try- 
ing to drill on down; then the hole was 
abandoned. 

Nothing unusual was noticed in the | 
water which the bailer brought up, 
save that it wag brackish and saline 
to the taste.

The Diseases of Alaska. 

An English physician has late 
ported on the diseases prevalen 
Alaska, after a residence of sixteen 
months in the country. There are two 
seasons, winter, the season of pack ice, 
summer, the season of swamps. Th. 
winter lasts for nine months, the sum- 
mer for three. Among human mals 


re- 


prevalent, sometimes in epidemic, 
sometimes in sporadic form. It is often 
difficult to distinguish from the cere- 
bral form of typhoid... Scorbutus is also 
widespread. Rheumatism is frequent 
and usually takes the neuralgic type. 
inflammatory rheumatism is rare. 
Pneumonia is almost unknown, strange 
to say. Affections of the digestion are 
very frequent, owing to poor food, 
nervous diseases, such as locomotcr 
ataxia, etc., are also frequent, Alco- 
holism and the like are prevalent, due 
to the ennui of the long winter, but, 
on the whole, intemperance is lese 
harmful in Alaska t in more south- 
ern e tes. Insanity is by no means 
rare, and it declares itself most fre- 
quently in winter, owing to ennui, ab- 
sence of occupation, lack of exercise 
and isolation. Its usual form is acute 
melancholia, almost always followed by 
acute mania. Suicidal mania is also 
frequent. Taken altogether, the cata- 
logue of Alaskan diseases is a long 
one and indicates that a vigorous phy- 
sigue and morale is required to resist 
them.—[New York Sun.

MPORTANT PROJECTS 
Fon BOUNDARY CONE. 
SANTA FE TO SEND BRANCH TINE 
TO FIELD. 


Large Reduction Works Being Talked 
of for Needles on Colorado River— 
Bright Outlook in Territory—New 
Things in Mezico. 

Improvements are soon to be under 
way in and near the Boundary Cone 
district of Arizona. This camp, situ- 
uated almost sixteen miles above 
Needles, is, according to Col. Thomas 
Ewing, president of the Southwest 
Miners’ Association, the boom gold field 
of the Southwest. 

Col, Ewing, who has just returned 
from an extended trip through the 
Territory, reports that many new dis- 
coveries are being made in Boundary 
Cone, some of which are remarkably 
rich, and ter still the outlook for 
railroad ‘fansportation for that sec- 
tion is most encouraging. 

The Santa Fé Company is to bring 
relief to the producers by sending a 
branch from its main ne into the 
heart of the field, a distance of twenty- 
one miles. The company decided on 
this step after an agreement had been 
reached with mine owners by which 
the railroad will move all the ores of 
the district to — or Needles on 
the Colorado River. a cheap freight 
rate. It is 9 1520 this branch 
will be in operation by March 1.

CHOOLS OF JOURNALISM. 


“ ‘The growing importance of the 
newspaper has drawn attention to this 
as a field for the activity of young 
men who are starting out in life. There 
was recently received, from New York, 
a pamphlet containing a prospectus of 
a new school of journalism. Unlike 
some of the outfits, which promise to 
turn out a full-fledged journalist, by 
mail, in a course of a dozen lessons or 
so, this enterprise appears to be well 
thought out. It proposes to put 
students through a course of journal- 
istic sprouts in three years. N may ac- 
complish some good, if the proprietors 
recognize the wide difference between 
@ “journalist” and a “newspaper man,” 
Dut, as a rule, the average editor has 
little confidence in young men who 
have been trained in a school of jour- 
nalism. The only real school is a 
newspaper Office. There, a dozen unex- 
pected things happen every day to the 
ambitious young newspaper man which 
are not dreamed of in the philosophy 
of the budding journalist. It is too 
much like learning na in an in- 
land city. 

Then, again, a thoroughly first-class 
newspaper man, like a poet, is born, 
not made. In the prospectus referred 
to occurs the following statement: Al- 
most any person of average intelligence 
may become a competent journalist.” 
This is misleading, in a high degree. If 
the writer had said “almost any person 
of competent intelligence may become 
an average journalist,” he would have 
been nearer correct. A thoroughly 
first-class newspaper man should com- 
bine the quickness of a trained ob- 
server. with the ability of an exact 
writer; the exactitude of a business 
man with the tact of a diplomat; the 
patience of Job with the endurance of 
a camel: and he should know a little 
not necessarily much—abeut everything 
that ever was. 

Any young men who think they can 
fill this bill might be justified in enter-

OLITICAL DESPERATION AND 
BALD FALSEHOOD. 

The Los Angeles Herald has, from 
time to time, published many and vari- 
ous sorts of falsehood about The Times 
and its editor, but the latest, baldest, 
most unwarranted and most absurd of 
its numerous fabrications out of whole 
cloth is the editorial statement that 
Samuel Gompers sought and was re- 
fused an interview with Gan.

No “leading merchant,” or any 
other description of merchant, ever 
brought or sent such a request, mes- 
sage or overture to the manager of The 
Times; and he never received even an 
intimation that such an interview, or 
any interview at all, was desired by the 
labor leader, or by anybody acting for 
him. 
The entire publication of the Herald 
touching this matter is without foun- 
dation in fact, and known to be so 
when it was made. The stuff published 
by that desperate and characteriess 
sheet was just politics, and very mean 
and stupid politics at that. 

If Mr. Samuel Gompers believes the 
fairy tales told him by some of his 
reckless and ignorant followers about 
the wage scale paid by the proprietors 
of The Times, let him or them set on 
foot an investigation.

EXPANSION VS. ANNEXATION. 


Compare the growth of London and 

New York. New York City, chiefly 

Manhattan Island. has now a popula- 
tion of 1,850,093; the enlarged city, or 
Greater New York, has a population of 

3,437,202. The county of London, at the 

last census, had a ation of 4,536,- 
063; Greater London had a population 
of 6,580,616. 

New York has only maintained its 
position as the first city in America by 
annexation. It annexed Brooklyn—a 
city almost as large as itself, which 
had absorbed a number of other towns, 
Brooklyn was a sister city, with all the 
elements of independent existence. 
Within twenty miles of City Hall, New 
York, there are a number of manufac- 
turing towns, such as Newark, Eliza- 
beth and Paterson, whose positions 
would not be seriously affected if New 
York did not exist. 

Ali the towns in Greater London are 
natura] outgrowths of the parent city. 
London in its onward march picks up 
small hamlets and absorbs them. It 
turns old cities, which, if left alone, 
would have long since sunk into insig- 
nificance, into populous towns. Lon- 
don, in fact, from the bank to the limits 
of the police area, and far beyond, is 
one homogeneous body, one vast com- 
munity of interests, each part of which 
is dependent on the other. 

New York does not enjoy such homo- 
geneity. 

COMPARATIVE FIGURES. 

London, as 1 have said, is in great 
part a new city. In 1861 the popula- 
tion of the zone between the county 
boundary and the limits of Greater 
London was 418,873; in 1901 it had 
turned two millions.

ANOMALOUS EELS. 


Specimens in Elevated Lake in New 
York, Whose Habits Contradict 
Theories Regarding Their Kind. 


[New York Sun:] Naturalists have 
decided, after long and careful investi- 
gation, that eels living in fresh water 
must find their way to salt water or 
they cannot progagate their kind. Here 
is a case that seems to contradict the 
theory. 

On the border line between Steuben 
and Schuyler counties, N. Y., 1200 feet 
above tide level, are two small lakes, 
Lamoka and Waneta. They are con- 
—* by a narrow channel half a mile 
ong. 

The outlet of Lamoka, which is the 
outlet of the waters of both lakes, tum- 
bies over a solid stone wall twenty feet 
high and perpendicular. The water then 
becomes a stream known as Mud Creek, 
which empties into the Chemung River, 
a tributary of the Susquehanna. The 
salt water reached by the Susquehanna 
is 400 miles distant tn Chesa ke Bay. 

Both Lake Waneta and Lamoka 
are abundantly stecked with eels. There 
are two varieties, one silvery-skinned, 
the other with a dark yellowish skin. 
The country around these lakes has 
been settled more than a century, and

OYSTER BAY (L. I) Aug. 2.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] President Roose- 
velt today beat a Boer officer at tar- 
get practice, and, it is said, broke the 
record. Commandant W. D. Snyman, 
an officer on Gen. Dewet's staff, de- 
clares he never saw such skill in South 
Africa. The match was between the 
President, his son, Archie, Command- 
ant Snyman, Joubert Reitz, son of the 
former Secretary of State of Orange 

Commandant Snyman, who is céle- 
brated all through South Africa as a 
crack shot, proposed the match. So a 
new target, with a three-inch black 
bullseye was produced, and set up in 
the field back of the President's house. 

Fifty yards were measured off, and 
the President took the first shot. The 
bullet struck the bullseye almost ex- 
actly in the center. 

“Bully shot,” shouted Commandant 
Snyman, but an accident, I do be- 
eve,“ he added jestingly to the Presi- 
dent. 

Let me see if I can’t give you an- 
other accident nearly as good,” said 
the President, raising his pistol. Crack, 
it went again, and when Commandant 
Snyman and others saw .that the 
second bullet had penetrated the hole 
made by the first one their faces be- 
came very stern.

in the crop of early potatoes, and at 
first the cause was attributed to the 
great amount of rain whch has fal- 
len in the last few days: but on closer 
investigation this is not believed to be 
the cause as the damage is confined 
chiefly to the Early Rose variety, and 
all the other varieties seem to be thriv- 
ing on the heavy rainfall. Previous to 
the wet spell at the first of jast week 

farmers dreaded a drought, as the 
land had become parched and the po- 
tato crop was beginning to wither. 
The almost continuous rain for sev- 


eral daye flooded the fields, and did 


much toward restoring the plan 


of the East Marion farmers 
writes: “This rot means the loss of 
many doliars. We had depended main- 
ly on the crop of Early’ Rose for our 
profits this year, but there will be Ut 
tle or no profit and possibly a loss 
from present indications. The 
did not look thrifty, but I attributed 
it to lack of rain. After the rain they 
did not suit me, so Ig dug into the 
ground and found the potatoes had rot- 
ted on the vines. As near as I can 
judge, fully one-fourth of the crop is 
destroyed, and this means that it will! 
cost me fifty cents a bushel to put 
what good ones there are on the mar- 
ket, and inasmuch as the market price 
may be not more than forty cents, the 
prospects for a profit are not bright. 
Rather than take risks, I purchased 
new seed this spring, and I under- 
stand that some of the farmers at 
Orient who purchased seed from the 
same party are aleo being troub’ed 
with this black rot.

The hall covers almost an acre and it is crowned 
with a dome ninety-six feet high. About it are 
hung the coats-of-arms of the various manufacturing 
Jowus and upon a shield near the door I noticed the 
coat-of-arms of the United States. 

In the exchange not only raw cotton but cotton cloths, 
machinery paper and all sorts of goods are sold. The 
Manchester manufactures are so excellent that buyers 
come here from all parts of the world to collect goods.

cent achievements of the French engineers in re- 
claiming the Sahara by means of artesian wells 
Taeir work of making artificial oases in the desert has 


been going on for some twenty-five years or more, with 


entire success. Of late, the same plan has been tried in 
several parts of the Colorado Desert, and the results 
are fully equal to those attained in Africa. Thus far 
our oon Oases are not as large nor as thoroughly worked 
as some in Southern Algiers; but only because these of 
Califofnia are of very recent origin. a 

The writer spent his vacation in à trip through the 
new artesian belt at the upper end of the Colorado 
Desert, in the vicinity of Indio, Coachella and Thermal, 
‘and was able to see and photograph the progress made 
since April, 1900, when the first artesian well was bored 
in the Coachella Valley. 

The Coachella Desert, or Valley, trends in a direction 
somewhat south of east from a point between Palm 
Springs and Indio on the Southern Pacific Railway, to 
a few miles east of Walters, also on the Sonthern Pa- 
eific. It is but little more than a mile in width where 
it debauches from the mountains and rapidly widens to 
an average breadth of fifteen to twenty miles. From 
west to east it will measure approximately some thirty- 
five or, forty miles. Really, it is only the head or be- 
ginning of the great desert which extends clear to the 
Gulf of California; it has a separate name merely for

A STUDY IN SNAKES. 


A TAMED OPHIDIAN THAT REVERTED 
TO SAVAGERY.

He 
ceased entirely to bite or to vibrate his tail, which is the 
supreme evidence of excitement in blacksnakes. 


Tamest Snake Known.“ 


Of all the snakes I have ever seen orread of he un- 
doubtédly is the tamest. He evinces not the slightest 
fear in human presence. All my visitors bandle him 
now, put him around their necks, stroke him on the 
“hack, ruh him on the head and under the chin—and 
this treatment he gives every evidence of enjoying. 

The minister of a neighboring church once called with 
hfé Sunday-school class to see my collection of snakes. 
The children all had the blacksnake around their necks, 
putting him from hand to hand, each one desiring to 
keep him longer from the others. Apparently the 
animal was pleased with the treatment; while all the 
little ones assured me that they would very much like 
to have such an amiable snake to take home for a pet. 
Finally the minister himself allowed me to wind the 
snake around his neck—an honor which I verily be- 
lieve he would rather have foregone;, but as he was of 
a militant type, I do think that he donned that 
necklace of blacksnake so that he should not be called 
coward by the children. 

There scarcely is a child in the neighborhood from 2 
years old and upward that has not had the blackenake 
around ite neck; and every child that sees him covets 
him for a pet. In fact, as I assure them, he is far 
tamer and gentle than any cat they have ever fondled. 
If I open his cage on a cold day, as soon as he secs my 
hand at the glass undoing the fastenings, he glides 
gently over to meet it. I leave my hand there, and 
out he winds, softly and slowly, up my arm to the 
shoulder. When his cold tongue points touch my warm 
throat he glides around and around my neck until he 
gets himself comfortably settled, and there he stays en- 
joying the heat. Often when he does this I go back to 
my chair and allow him to stay so coiled for half an 
hour or longer. Sometimes, indeed, when I am read- 
ing, I forget that he is there. The other day I shocked 
a caller by going to the door, oblivious of the kind of

Me made a dash 
for liberty, so quick that in an instant he was nowhere 
to be seen. My heart beat for I thought that I 
should see him no more. But I perceived that the bushes 
where he was were surrounded on every side by short 
grass, except one little neck, which joined the more ex- 
tensive growth beyond, making the copse where he had 
hidden a sort of peninsula of bushes. I placed some boys 
that were there as pickets about a yard apart across the 
isthmus, to see that he didn’t pass them and get into 
the more extensive brush wood near the trees. Then 1 
went myself into the peninsula to look for him. I feared 
that he might have found a hole and gone into it: but 
no, there he was, coiled by some rocks under the thick- 
est bushes; but he was not my tame blackenake any 
more. He was an angry, savage creature, vibrating his 
tail against the leaves and biting toward my hands as 
I stooped to catch him. My delight at finding him was 
not half so great as my astonishment at this sudden 
change to wildness. I reached my hand out quickly and 
took hold of him—and as I touched him all the flerce- 


ness seemed to go out of him, except that he wanted 


willfully to go again on the ground, 


When | got home that evening he followed me as usual 
Jor a garter snake and glided about my room, as gentle 
and tame as if he had not been a wild, fighting thing a 
few hours before in the bushes of Westchester. 


Since then I have tried him many times and always 
with the same result, namely, when he can hide 


again. 

Other tame snakes I have tried in the same way; and 
T find that the tame copperhead which I have had since 
acts precisely as the blacksnake did, becoming in- 
stantly wild under the same circumstances. So does 
the Texas bull snake, the garter snake, the hog-nosed 
snake, the watersnake and the Georgia corn snake. And

shows any change in his demeanor; so it is perfectly 
evident that the memory of his original free life in the 
woods has remained alive for at least four years; be- 
cause, in all that time, he had never once been allowed 
to refresh his recollection among the bushes as he did 
in Westchester. 

A reasonable conclusion to draw from all I have 
written here is that snakes are very slow to get new

T. JOHN, New Brunswick, July 25.—There are few 
S places in America which have remained as near 
like the Creator made them as the province of New 
Brunewick. It is a country where giant moose crash 
through the thickets, where king herons wade in the 
marshes, where noble salmon run in the rivers, and 
where nimble red deer browse in the virgin forests. 
To say that it is a wonderland for the lover of nature 
and a paradise for the sportsman sounds like the things 
you read in the guide books, but it is true for all that.

your floors are hardwood you should not paint them. 
They can be stained a darker color if you prefer them 30. 
Rugs of tapestry blue, with figures in Oriental designs, 
would look well with your red walls if you cannot af- 
ford those of real Oriental weave. A dull crimson in one 
of these rooms would harmonize also with the Indian 
red if you strike just the proper shade. Do not buy these 
rugs until you have tried them with your walls. If you 
have cherry woodwork in your sitting-room, you will 
find a soft green for side walls with a cream ceiling very 
effective. Your dining-room will be extremely pretty in 
bine, as you design. I would stain the woodwork in here 
the dark, dull brown of Belgian oak. Use a blue and 
white rug by all means. If you wish to have your bed- 
room in violet you must paper the walls in there. Paint 


your woodwork ivory white or the green of the stems of 


violets, and paper with a cream ground and clusters of 
garlands of violets. Your ceiling should be plain cream 
in any case. Side walls tinted a violet color are never 
a success. There would be a pleasing variety in paper- 
ing one room at any rate and the paper need not be of 
an expensive quality. I would use light green and white 
on my dressing table; this, mingled with bits of silver 
and cut-glass, is charming in a violet room. Your fur- 
niture may be of white enamel with white and brass 
bed or it may be of mahogany finish. I would advise 
the mission style of furniture in black oak for your red 
parlor. A black fur rug would look well in opening.

With most 
narcotics you have quick presage of coming evil. Let 
the average man inject a dose of morphia and he will 
find the temporary ease followed by excruciating head- 
ache, by raw nerves and by fearsome depression of 
spirits. But with the coeaine at first there is none of 
this. You feel young and vigorous again. Pain is dead- 
ened. The things that troubled you seem swept out of 
your life. You have a sense of self-satisfaction, of
